ALTHOUGH JUDGE GOODMAN'S COMMENT WAS OUTSIDE THE PRSENCE OF THE 
JURY. DORIS BRIN WALKER, ONE OF POWELL'’S ATTORNEYS, SAID NEWSPAPER 
quoTATIONs OF THE REMARKS HAD DONE *IRREPARABLE DAMAGE" TO THE
